Move to Provide More Water for 
Upland; Council Asks for Bids 





To augment the city's water supply, the city council last 
night authorized the city manager to take steps necessary to 
call for bids for new construction and equipment costing $90.- 


000°to $100,000. 
vee’ Funds are available in the city’s 
‘ capital outlay and depreciation 
accounts, Richard G. Manley, city 
manager, said. 

The addition to the city’s wa- 
ter system would serve the west 
end of Upland primarily, he add- 
ed. 


The project contemplaces a 900- 
foot well supplying 150 inches ot 
water in the vicinity of Benson 
avenue atid Ninth street; pump- 
ing equipment to channel the 
water north to Fourteenth street; 
a new reservoir in the west end, 
and pipe lines to distribute it. 

Roughly, the breakdown is 
about $17,000 for the well, $27,- 
006 for pumping equipment, $22,- 
000 for lines and the balance for 
a reservoir. 

Water pressure in the west part 
of the city has been getting low, 
it avas said, and the new source, 
pumping equipment and reservoir 
is needed there. 

Mr. Manley said that the pres- 
ent reservoirs have a capacity of 
4,500,000 gallons but that that 
much has been used in one day in 
the city in summertime.
